Of Interest to Frospective Entrymen

Of peculiar interest to prospective
homestead entrymen on mineral land
is the act of congress approved July
17, 1914. Heretofora where coal
lands have been withdrawn by the
government, it Mas been possible for
agricultural entrymen to secure the
surface of these lands with the res-
ervation of the coal to the govern-
ment, but in the case of lands with-
drawn or classified as containing
phosphates, nitrates, potash, oil, gas,
| or asphaltic mine€rals, such acquisi-
tion of title to the agricultural sur-
face, with reservation of the miner-
als to the government, has not been
possible, The new act extends to
{fands containing these other miners
]als essentially the same conditions
|88 have hitherto applied to coal
lands, and, as a result, large areas
in the west withdrawn, partieularly
' for phosphate and petroleum, will be
{subject to agricultural entry, with
|the reservation of mineral rights to
the government,.: Many such areas
have been designated under the En-
larged Homestead act, and the effect
oc this is to increase mmaterially the
'area in the west subject to agricul-
| tural entry, without in any way jeop-
itl‘diﬂﬂt the interests of the govern-
ment in the minerals.
